The return of the 
French premier to London yesterday 
was generally regarded as marking a 
crucial point in the negotiations for 
a five-power agreement, and the dele- 
gates tonight believed that the stale- 
mate would be broken. 

Premier Tardieu was elated on re- 
turning to London from Chequers with 
M. Briand. 

“I am convinced we shall come to 
satisfactory results. The common 
work is going on,” he declade. 

The conference will start to work 
tomorrow morning when. M. 
dieu will meet Prime 
Donald at 9 o'clock, and Secretary of 
Siote Stimeon at 8:45. 
he will leave for Paris, but Foreign 
Minister Briand, who also had plan- 
ned to return, will remain in London 
to direct the French delegation.

Mrs. J. D. Askew, 25, of East Ox- 
ford avenue, Kast Point, wife of an 


employe of the Henry Motor Com- 
pany, is dead, and her mother, Mrs. 
Lula Johnson, is in Grady hospital 
probably fatally wounded, as a result 
of a Sunday morning automobile 
smash-up in which Kinsey Askew, 
young son of the Askews, suffered a 
fractured skull. 

In a second accident which took 
place not far from that in which Mrs. 
Askew was killed; Cecil Cooper, 25, 
of Palmetto, also was probably fatal- 
ly injured when a car driven by Ray- 
mond Landers, of the same place, 
crashed into a telephone pole after 
attempting to pass another car. Coop- 
er was removed to a private hospital 
here in an ambulance of A. C. Hem- 
perley & Sons.

Born Near Rome. 

Born May 6, 1837, near Rome, in 
Floyd county, Dr. Connally was one 
of the pioneer physicians of the 
south, serving the Confederate cause 
as a surgeon, and establishing a prac- 
tice after the close of the war. 

One of Atlanta's oldest citizens, Dr. 
Connally witnessed the metropolis of 
today grow from the log cabin stage 
to the skyscraper age and partook in 
the transformation as one o the 
city’s builders. Dr. Connally was 
over 10 years of age when the legis- 
lature, in 1847, two years after the 
coming of the railroad, gave Atlanta 
its present-day name. 

Having served Atlanta as an intel- 
ligent and far-sighted promoter in 
social, professional, civic, commercial 
and industrial lines, Dr. Connally re

Churches Well Attended. 

All Moscow's churches were well at 
tended at services today, the govern- 
ment having at no time attempted to 
prevent individuals from freely taking 
part in their religious rites. Through- 
out the nation all pews were full. 

Most Christians here, however, see 
a dark future for their faith if the 
government continues to carry out Its 
present plan of forbidding the teach: 
ing ot a religious. faith to those un- 
der the age of 18. ; 

They say that if this is enforced it 
literally spells the doom of the church 
in Russia, especially since the com 
munist party.and the government are 
entirely atheistic. No person may en- 
ter the communist party unless he 
forswears God and religion. - 

Since the agitation abroad against 
the government for its anti-religious 
views has assumed such imposing pro- 
portions throughout the world, there 
has been a perceptible change in the 


atheists’ plans of warfare against the 


church. 

Fearing punishment at the hands of 
the government authorities if they go 
too far, they now confine their activi- 
ties exclusively to disseminating anti- 
religious propaganda and teaching the 
peasants that good crops depend not 
upon God, but upon their own labor, 
good weather, and proper methods of 
cultivation. 

Atheist World Object. 

The “Village Godless One,” official 
organ for the dissemination of atheism 
among the peasantry, declares in a 
issue that “the soviet union 
basis for the atheistic move- 


“The growth of atheism in soviet 
Russia creates a ground for the 
spreading of atheism everywhere else.” 

Among the numerous manifestos is- 
sued today by factories, workers clubs, 
and atheistic organizations, is one by 
the Moscow Dynamo factory saying, 
“under the sacred robes of the pope, 
there is concealed a jackal that is 
ready to destroy the land which builds 
socialism with fire and sword.”

Tonight his body lay with serene 
visage encased in a cowl formerly 
worn by the monks of the Carmel con< 
gregation. His body was draped in 
a coarse woolen fabric similar to those 
used in ancient Spanish monasteries, 
In his neatly manicured hands was 
a huge rosary of black granite. 

As he lay in state, with his daugh- 
ters and his son kneeling in prayer, 
a continuous procession of notables 
from the military, official and politi- 
cal worlds of Paris filed by the nar- 
row iron bed. Almost the entire Span- 
ish colony passed through the room. 

His features, on which could be 
discovered the slightest trace of a 
smile, and the relaxation of his body 
gave the impression that death had 
come in a sudden shock, without a 
tremor of pain, and that the, ex-dic- 
tator's busy life had finally ended in 
caim.

Just what the Hoover law  enforce- 
ment commission has learned about 
the effectiveness of the dry law will 
be sought tomorrow by the senate 
judiciaray committee from Chairman 
Wickersham. 

Both Attorney-General Mitchell and 
Mr.’ Wickersham will be before the 
committee to give their views on the 
resolutions proposing a senate investi- 
gation of the administration of the 
rohibition laws, but they will speak 
ehind elosed doors. 

It is the first time any member of 
the 8-months-old law enofrcement com- 
mission has been before the senate 
and there are some inquisitive sena- 
tors awaiting the opportunity to ques- 
tion Mr. Wickersham, 

Both Mr. Mitchell and Wickersham 
are expected to oppose the senate in- 
quiry into dry enforcement. But it 
seems certain they will be asked some 
pertinent questions about their find- 
ings of law enforcement under the dry 
aw. 

Chairman Norris, of the judiciary 
committee, is the author of the resolu- 
tion for an investigation of the admin- 
istration of the prohibition act. Sen- 
ator Borah, of Idaho, who has severe- 
ly assailed enforcement conditions 
throughout the country, is also a mem- 
ber of the committee. 

While the dry-dominated committee 
is divided on the question of a sen- 
ate inquiry, there is every indication 
that the foes of the Norris resolution 
have the upper hand. It is not likely 
that the resolution will be voted on 
tomorrow, however. 

Underway Wednesday. 
Meanwhile the prohibition contro- 
versy in the house will get under way 
again Wednesday with the drys pre- 
paring to conclude their presentation 
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of testimony at the house judiciary 
committee hearings on resolutions for 
repeal and modification of the prohibi- 
tion act. 

Two days and a half at least re 
main to them to complete the case 
against repeal, but indications were 
today that they might not be satis- 
fied with so short a time, and that 
either Wednesday, when the hearings 
are resumed, or later; the committee 
would be asked to extend their time. 
The dry forces have the assurance

Fisher to Testify. 

The testimony of Irving Fisher, 
professor of economics at Yale, will 
be presented by the drys, whether the 
professor can appear or not, Every 
effort is being made by them to se- 
cure his attendance at the hearings, 
as the committee has asked that in 
view of his prominence as a dry ad- 
vocate he permit himself to be ques- 
tioned. 

Last week Chairman Graham asked 
Mrs. Yost not to have his testimony 
read into the record unless’ Fisher 
were absolutely unable to attend, but 
he deferred until this week a definite 
decision on whether a reading would 
be permitted if the professor could 
not come. As many other statements 
have been read, and as the drys are 
especially keen that. his opinions 
should be added to the record, its ac- 
ceptance is anticipated. 

One witness whose appearance 
seemed definite was the Rev. Jason 
Noble Pierce, pastor of the First Con- 
gregational church of Washington, 
who last week received the sanction 
of his church’s committee’ on law 
observance for his testimony.

DEFENSE OF DOHENY 


TO GET INNING TODAY! 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—(#)— 
Edward L. Doheny, wealthy oil op- 
erator, tomorrow will open his de- 
fense to an indictment charging that 
he bribed Albert B. Fall, former sec- 
retary of the interior, to award his 
company a lease to the Elk Hills, Cali- 
fornia, naval oil reserve. 

Chief efforts of the defense are ex- 
pected to be directed toward trying 
to prove that it was the navy depart- 
ment under Secretary Denby and-no! 
the interior department under Secre- 
tary Fall, which directed execution of 
the contract to Doheny’s. Pan- 
American Company for construc- 
tion of naval oil storage facilities 
at Pearl Harbor, Hawaii. This 
contract contained a clause giving Do- 
heny’s company preference to any land 
in the naval oil reserve which the 
government decided to lease. Fall 
executed the lease of the reserve to 
the company a year after Doheny sent 
him $100,000 in cash. 

The defense also expected to try to 
show that the money was a loan to 
an old friend for which Doheny re- 
ceived a note payable upon demand 
and that it had no connection with 
the lease. The defense contends that 
Doheny did not hear of the Pearl Har- 
bor plap of the navy until months aft- 
er he had made the loan. 

Doheny will take the stand and sub- 
mit to cross-examination.' He is ex- 
pected to repeat his former testimony 
that his company bid on the contract. 
after once refusing to do so, only after 
a naval officer had told him secret 
reports indicated that a navy of a 
Pacific power was becoming a men- 
ace to the west coast of the United 
States. 

Frank J. Hogan, chief counsel for 
Doheny, and J. J. Cotter, his asso- 
ciate, declined to express an opinion 
as to the length of time the defense 
would require but it was believed they 
would finish in four court, days. 

The government’s case against Do- 
heny was completed Saturday, less 
than three court days after it started. 
In those three days Owen J. Roberts 
and Atlee Pomerene, special govern- 
ment prosecutors, placed before the 
jury of three women and nine men 
testimony and documents intended to 
show that Doheny had paid Fall $100,- 
000 on November 30, 1921, and a 
year later had received a lease to 
the Elk Hills reserve. 

The government placed. Doheny’s 
own story of the financial transac- 
tion with Fall before the jury by read- 
ing for hours the oil man’s testimony 
before the senate oil committee in 
1924. 

Stress was placed by the prosecu- 
tors upon the vigorous examination 
and cross-examination of Doheny by 
United States senators who -were in- 
vestigating the oil scandals of the 
Harding administration. 

The prosecutors also produced testi- 
mony that while Fall did not handle 
oil leases during his regime he did 
execute the lease to Doheny.

Marshal Petain, of the French 
army, a personal friend of Primo’s, 
who was to have been one of his 
guests at the farewell tea, was an- 
other early visitor. He arrived ac- 
companied by Ambassador Quinones 

Leon. 

Young Miguel Primo De Rivera, son 
of the dead statesman, accompanied 
each visitor to the elevator in the lit- 
tle hotel. He apeared to be grief- 
stricken, and still bore the scar of. the 
duel he receutly fought at Pampluna 
in defense of his father’s honor. 


SPAIN BREATHES EASY 
AT NEWS OF DEATH. 
BY JOHN DE GANDT, 
United News Staff Correspondent. 

MADRID, March 16.—(UN)— 
Death of Primo De Rivera, for seven 
years the strongest military and po- 
litical figure in Spain, caused a sen- 
sation -among Spanish officials today, 
but there were no Sunday papers to 
carry the word to the millions he had 
once ruled with an iron hand. 

Rafael Benjumea Burin, Count 
Guadalhorce, who served as De Rive 
ra’s minister of public works, told the 
United News: 

“It was the best thing that could 
have happened. Now the general can 
rest and remain tranquil.” 5 

King Alfonso, who endowed De Ri- 
vera with dictatorial powers in 1923 
and dismissed him seven weeks ago, 
telegraphed condolences to the former 
premier’s brother and sister and all 
his children. 

The Queen and Prince Asturias tele- 
graphed their sympathy to the chil- 
dren separately. 

Premier Damas Berenguer, a bitter 
foe of the former dictator's policies, 
expressed condolences and added the 
government could do nothing except 
respect the family’s wishes regarding 
the funeral. 

Entitled to Honors. 

De Rivera’s eldest son, Jose An- 
tonio, will leave tonight for Paris 
with General Jose Sanjurjo to return 
with the body. The cabinet ministers 
under the dictatorship agreed to form 
a committee to proceed to Paris or 
the French border to accompany the 
casket to Madrid. The body is ex- 
pected to arrive here Tuesday night. 

De Rivera is entitled to a military 
funeral with all honors due a gen- 
eral commanding an army region. This 
means an entire garrison could be 
called to participate if the family de- 
sired. 

Gabino Bugallal, conservative lead- 
er, voiced the thought uppermost in 
many minds when he said: 

‘The general's death will have a 
political effect, since the main objec- 
tive of those conducting the campaign 
to establish responsibility for the dic- 
tatorship now disappears. The min- 
isters under De Rivera were really 
mere secretaries for whose actions the 
dictator was solely responsible.” 

Much water must pass under the 
bridge before there can be a dispas- 
sionate estimate of the _ dictator's 
achievements and failures. It is cer- 
tain, however, that history will accord 
the Marquis of Estella, a prominent 
place for his ending of the Moroccan 
War, his establishment of peace in 
Barcelona and the subduing of the 
Catalan separationist movement. 

One Threat Eliminated. 

Seven weeks after the collapse of 
the dictatorship finds the government 
at the height of its efforts to return 
from the dictatorial regime to normal 
government. Amnesty has been grant- 
ed to many persons exiled by De Ri- 
vera, civil rights have been restored 
in part, and legislative elections have 
been promised. 

As political parties reform and di- 
vide themselves into groups favoring 
and opposed to the monarchy, one pos- 
sible threat—that De Rivera might re- 
turn and attempt to renew his dicta- 
torship—is now removed. 

“When the excitement dies down, 
the splendid figure of the general will 
arise,’ said the former conservative 
Minister Juan Delacierva, when told 
of the demise. “Without discussing 
the merits or demerits of the dicta- 
torship, De Rivera was a genial man 
who, although devoid of political e¢x- 
perience, possessed a remarkable in- 
tution which made possible his ex- 
traordinary achievements.” De _ Ri- 
vera was horn January 8, 1870, at the 
little town of Gerez, near Seville, 
where he will be buried. The head of

Defied King Alfonse. 

Two great days stand out in the 
life of De Kivera—September 15, 1925, 
when King Alfonsa entrusted him 
with puwet rather than face a revolu- 
tion, and January 28, 1930, when the 
monarch accepted his resignation. 

De Rivera threatened to cause 4 
widespread revolt in the army unless 
the king punished officials allegecty 
responsible for war supplies graft in 
the World war. The king summoned 
him to come to Madrid and entrusted 
him with power. 

The dictatorship followed, in which 
De Rivera put down one incipient 
revolt after another and forced peace 
in Morocco. He hoped to restore nor: 
mal government in a short time, but 
kept delaying. 

Early in the morning of January 
26, this year, he impulsively sent a 
questionnaire to military leaders ask- 
ing if they still had confidence in him. 
Two days later he admitted to the 
king that he had erred in this action 
—that the people needed to have con- 
fidence onty in Alfonso—and submit- 
ted his resignation long overdue. 

He made a few half-hearted at- 
tempts to weld the patriotic union, 
an organization founded to support 
the dictatorship, into a liberal politi- 
cal party to oppose Berenguer at ihe 
polls, and fhen left Spain, ostensibly 
for Italy, but in reality for Paris. 
He never returned. 


DR. E. L. CONNALLY 
GOES TO REWARD 
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whieh had been in the possession of 
the family since 1814, and which still 
is owned by the Connallys. Prominent 
in the early affairs of the new repub- 
lic, Dr. Connally’s family was repre- 
sented in the Revolution, and, on his 
mother’s side, in the organization of 
the state of Georgia at the first legis- 
lature’s session in Savannah. 

The career of Dr. Elijah L. Connal- 
ly was closely identified with the bis- 
tory of Atlanta. Reared on the home 
place in the Atlanta neighborhood. he 
was given the best educational advan- 
tages and early turned his attention to 
the study of medicine. He was a 
member of the second class to enter 
the Atlanta Medical College, estab- 
lished in 1854, and graduated in 1859, 
at the age of 22 years. Upon receiv- 
ing his diploma, Dr. Connally began 
the practice of medicine in Atlanta, 
and was thus engaged two years later 
when the War Between the States 
broke out. 

Entering the Confederate cause, Dr. 
Connally was elected in March, 1861. 
surgeon of the local company of vol- 
unteers recruited by Captain George 
W. Lee, and which became a par* of 
the First Confederate Regiment, un- 
der Colonel John B. Villepigue. Dr. 
Connally was commissioned assistant 
surgeon of the regiment, with the 
rank of captain. He was on hospital 
duty in Albany when, in May of 18064, 
he was made chief medical examiner 
for the conscription board of the sec- 
ond Georgia congressional’ district. 
Transferred to Macon early in 1865. 
he remained in that city until the 
close of the war. 

Opened Albany Office. 

After the war, Dr. Connally opeved 
an office in Albany, remaining there 
until 1872, with the exception of a 
short time spent in taking a course of 
post-graduate work in New York hos- 
pitals. In 1872, he came back to At- 
lanta as a permanent citizen of this 
city. With the Gate City taking a 
new lease on life, Dr. Connally be- 
came a valuable factor in the labors 
of reconstruction and development, 
lending a Belping. hand and directing 
his service in’ behalf of all proper 
movements designed to bring about the 
substantial upbuilding of the city. 

The first formal board of health was 
organized in 1874, and Dr. Connally 
was made chairman. Through his ac- 
tivity in this capacity, he did much 
to bring about the creation and firm 
establishment of proper sanitary and 
hygienic conditions in the city. As 
he prospered in his practice, the doc- 
tor’s investments were carefully di- 
rected and he became connected with 
numerous commercial and industrial 
enterprises which, with the gradual 
expansion of the city’s importance as 
a commercial center, proved profitable. 

In 1915 Dr. Connally erected the 
present Connally building, at White- 
hall and Alabama streets, 22 feet o! 
the Whitehall street frontage coming | 
from his mother's estate, she having. 
bought the lot from her brother in 
exchange for a negro slave valued at 
$1,500. On July 22, 1864, the wood: | 


was fired by spies from Shermans 
army to mark the business center of 
the city for bombardment. 

Married In 1874. 

Dr. Connaily married Miss Mary 
Virginia Brown, a daughter of Joseph 
Emerson Brown, war governor vf 
Georgia, and a sister of Joseph M. 
Brown, governor of Georgia from 190) 
to 1913. ‘the marriage took place 
on April 15, 1574, two years uafter 
he resumed the practice of medicine 
in Atlanta. In the spring of 1924, 
at the family home, The Homestead, 
Dr. and Mrs. Connally = celebrated 
their golden wedding anniversary. 
Mrs. Connally died October 15, 1927. 

Dr. Connally was a member of the 
Second Baptist church, and was for 
many years was recognized as one of 
the leading laymen in the Baptist 
church in the south. He was a mem- 
ber of the board of trustees of the 
Baptist Theological Seminary at 
Louisville, a member of the home mis- 
sion board of the Southern Bapt¢t 
convention, and an officer for mais 
years in his own congregation. He 
was a member of Camp No. 159, ot 
United Confederate Veterans, and for 
years was a valued member of the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce. Dr. 
Connally was a helpful factor in the 
promotion of the interests of the city 
schools. and rendered’ valuable as- 
sistance as a member of the board of 
education tor years. 

Surviving Dr. Connally are three 
daughters, Mrs. John S. Spalding, wife 
of the president of the Spalding Foun- 
dry Company; Mrs, H. Warner Mar- 
tin, wife of the vice president of the 
First National bank. and Mrs. Ha! 
Fk’. Hentz, wife of a well-known archi- 
tect; a daughter-in-law, Mrs. Thomas 
W. Connally, wife of the late Thomas 
W. Connally, his only son, who died 
December 30, 1927, and the following 
grandchildren: Mrs. Thomas Croom 
Partridge, Miss Constance S. Spald- 
ing, Miss Frances C. Spalding, Miss 
Sally C. Spalding, Miss Elizabeth G. 
Spalding, Miss Sally Patricia Connal- 
ly, and Thomas W. Connally, Jr.;

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BLANKETING BUSINESS. 


One of the serious evil effects of 
the tariff squabble in congress is 
shown by the report that in the 
last week of February revenue 
freight car loadings in the United 
States were over 79,000 less than 
in the corresponding week of Feb- 
ruary a year ago. 

Translated into understandable 
terms that means that the general 
commerce of the country this year 
was that much less than a year ago, 
because the consumers of the na- 
tion were calling for that much less 
goods. They are bewildered as 
to how prices will range after the 
tariff is finally enacted and hence 
are withholding purchases until pro- 
duction and consumption shall have 
adjusted themselves to the new 
rate schedules. 

So long as tariff making is poli- 
tics-making these periodical trade 
Stagnations will happen inevitably. 
And as tariff acts last on the aver- 
age only about seven years the 
country seems fated to pass through 
these silent trade depressing panics. 

American economic = statesman- 
ship has been unable up to date to 
devise any practicable remedy for 
that condition. The framers of the 
extant tariff act thought they had 
solved the puzde by devising the 
flexible clause, under which upon 
the recommendation of the federal 
tariff commission the president was 
authorized to raise or lower legis- 
lated tariff rates in specific cases 
by as much as 50 per cent. 

But that provision has not work- 
ed out satisfactory results, has 
been attacked vigorously, and been 
amended in the pending bill by re- 
quiring the recommendations of 
change by the tariff commission 
to be made to the congress, instead 
of the president, and to be acted 
upon by the congress legislatively.

THE EASY MONEY TAX. 

The motorists of the nation are 
beginning to utter vigorous pro- 
tests against the large gasoline and 
license taxes imposed upon them 
by state legislatures. They claim 
they are being made the scapegoats 
for other people who should bear a 
larger share of the load of taxation. 

In pre-Volstead days it was a 
favorite resource of legislators to 
get additional revenue by raising the 
license fees of liquor dealers, until 
in many states the liquor people en- 
tered politics to elect friendly leg- 
islators in self-defense. Now the 
gasoline tax affords a ready re- 
source and in some States the tax 
per gallon hasbeen hiked steadily 
to 4, 5 and even 6 cents per gallon. 

In Pennsylvania the tax is 4 
cents, with a provision that it shall 
revert to 3 cents on July 1 next. 
A fight is promised in the legisla- 
ture between those who wish to 
keep the 4-cent levy on and the 
motorist associations who demand 
the promised reduction. It seems 
that the 3 cents levy will produce, 
with the license fees, some $65,- 
000,000, which is more than the 
highway department can well em- 
ploy upon the road construction 
and maintenance in a year. So the 
motorists appear to have a strong 
argument for’the reduction. 


But gas taxes are too easily got- 
ten and too increasingly large to be 
lightly given up by the legislators 
who want easy money to distribute 
about among their constituents. 
The fight that is on, therefore, in 
Pennsylvania will be watched with 
considerable interest by motorists 
in many other states who feel the 
weight of their gasoline expenses.

HOW TO BE CHEERFUL ABOUT 
A FELON, 

The plight of the man Mark Twain 
found suffering from jumping tooth- 
ache complicated with inflammatory 
rheumatism was sad, I'll admit, yet 


gink who has a felon of the right in- 
dex finger and has to push a type- 
writer a couple miles a day by the 
two-finger system. 

Lest ye forget. the characteristic 
symptoms of a felon are throbbing 
pain, swelling and tenderness which 
are limited to the distal phalanx. The 
distal phalanx is the one _ farthest 
away, yet how near it seems when 
one has a felon. The owner of the 
felon may or may not recall a recent 
penetration of the finger by a sliver, 
pin or something, but just as likely 
he can’t remember any such injury 
and anyway, why bring that up now? 
If the doctor can’t find a tiny scar 
to show some such recent break of 
the skin. all right, that needn't alter 
the plan of treatment. Hut that’s 
the only way a felon can happen, that 
is, by infection through some break 
of the skin of the finger, not from a 
mere “run-around” or “hang nail.” 
The infection nearly if not quite al- 
Ways enters through the pulp of the 
finger. Or thumb. Even in this hour 
of something or other I can concede 
that a felon on a thumb may be a 
trifle worse than one on the index 
finger, say in the case of a waiter 
or a chiropractor. But that’s all I 
do concede. 

These felons are frank and open. 
When they happen there is nothing 
underhanded or insidious about them: 
you know just when and where, and

Your friend has secretly patterned his life after that of some hero 
in a book or some great man of his own times, but you see little re- 
semblance between pattern and copy, and his secret is safe because his 
interpretation of the hero is diluted by his own personality. 

So environment, commonly supposed to form character, must do 
its work through the individual’s personality and limitations, and thus 
it must inevitably fail to make him like itself. 

It will affect him in one particular and fail to mark him in another, 
as the water in a rapids will wear away the soft part of a stone and

Environment affects him only as different soils affect seed—as the 
seeds of a sour apple, planted in poor and rich soils, will in one case 
produce small apples and in the other large ones, but in both cases 
remain true to their nature and produce apples that are sour.

The Only Way To End War

“The League of Nations Can Get Out of the Way”

One fact stares our peacemakers 80 
hard and so persistently in the face 
that they are quite unable to return 
its glare. 

They rush about patronizing, senti- 
mentalizing, pacting and leaguing and 
handing each other olive branches, 
manifestly with a common under- 
standing that this obtrusive, conspic- 
uous fact is to be ignored. 

The disregarded challenge is this : 
that Great Britain, the United 
States, France, Germany and Japan 
have all the necessary power, moral, 
material and financial to impose peace 
upon the seas, oceans and waterways 
ot the world, and that with the co- 
operation of Russia the absolute ces- 
sation of warfare throughout the 
world could be decreed now. 

To be brutally frank about the mat- 
ter, two of these six names could 
be omitted and thre thing still be done. 
No other power need even be con- 
sulted. 

Italy has neither coal nor steel nor 
food for its wildly-breeding popula- 
tion to carry on a war of secession 
from such a decision, and no other 
power counts as far as this ques- 
tion of the forcible imposition of peace 
goes. All the rest of the world in 
alliance could not resist the demand 
for world federation and disarmament 
these major powers could make. 

If these dominating. powers—and 
reully there need be only four of 
them—chose to say: 

“We federate; we make a settle- 
ment of all our outstanding difficul- 
ties; we establish a permanent fed- 
eral council to which we entrust the 
preservation of that settlement, the 
power to decide upon any unantici- 
pated dispute and the conduct of our 
common foreign policy toward states 
not federated with us, and ‘we pool 
our armies and navies and put them 
under the control of this council, to 
reduce them to an indicated minimum. 
They will become the federal navy 
and army. 

“And further we nlace our protec- 
tcrates, tropical possessions and so 
forth under this council; we give it 
control of interstate trade and in- 
struct it to organize the progressive 
reduction of the tariff barriers that 
are strangling the trade of the 
ene. 4. He" 

If. I say, these dominating pow- 
ers chose to go boldly into such a 
federation the age of international 
war would straightway be to an end. 

And is it such an impossible “if?” 
Why shouldn't they do that. 

Kings for Home Consumption. 


Federation of this type was achiev- 
ed by the 13 states of the North 
American union, at a time when com- 
munications were barbarically imper- 
fect. It has been a gigantic success. 

It would not be necessary to have 
any revolutions in any of the coun- 
tries concerned to bring about such a 
federation. They can still keep their 
kings and mikadoes if they like—for 
home consumption. 

Kant, I admit, thought otherwise, 
and held that only republics coul 
form a world federation, but then 
he wrote in the glow of the French 
revolution, But surely it need not 
affect the home constitution of the 
states concerned to delegate and cede 
a certain specific part of their inde- 
pendent sovereignty to an over-riding 
council. Does it go against any In- 
nate instinct for complete national 
sovereignty ? : 

Ask M. Briand, who gained im- 
mense popularity in so intensely a 
patriotic country as France, with a 
far less workable project, the United 
States of Europe. 

This project merits attention on the 
part of all who meet such suggestions 
as I am making with cheap and obvi- 
ous “impossibles.”’ 

The scheme of the United States 
of Europe (“Europe Ma Patrie’) in- 
volves interstate free-trade and a con- 
sortium for overseas possessions. The 
League of Nations, you remark, is in 
the way of such a federation as I am 
proposing so brutally here. But the 
League of Nations can get out of the 
way. 

What does it matter if the arma- 
ment industry bribes the representa- 
tives of Ruritania, Hippopotamia, Ro- 
deoia, Tundura, Laputa, the Bot 
States and the Cannibal Islands to 
outvote the dominant powers and for- 
bid the bans of this great union, pro- 
vided the great powers disregard them. 
What do such votes matter? 

States are made for man and not 
man for states. Country heads are 
bad enough, but conntry states are 
worse. If among all these ineffec- 
tive peacemakers who pervade our 
present world we had six Incid, per- 
suasive and determined statesmen, we 
should all be marching gladly toward 
such an entirely effective peace fed- 
eration as I have indigated now. 

States are made for man and not 
man for states; that is the most ob- 
vious and most neglected truth in the 
world. The politicians ignore it natu- 
rally enough because by the very na- 
ture of their training they are accus- 
tomed to think in terms of the exist- 
ing state, its offices, its constitution 
and so forth.

We know that the urban district of 
little Puddletown and the metropolitan 
police boundaries and the country of 
Middlesex are for our human con- 
venience, and can contemplate the 
partial or complete merger of any of 
these divisions in some larger admin- 
istration without a qualm. But when 
it comes to Britannia, Columbia and 
La France, romantic colorings come in. 

Why? Feelings of a religious pro- 
fundity are touched, feelings that have 
been instilled since our infancy. From 
our earliest years” these _ national 
names have been personified and de- 
fined for us. They are in effect 
goddesses. 

It seems blasphemy to us for any- 
one to say that Britannia is a three- 
headed fiction speaking English, 
Welsh and Gaelic, that Columbia is 
a patchwork of 48 states, that La 
France is now actively suppressing 
local languages and culture in Alsace 
and Brittany. 

Forever now, it seems, these _ in- 
convenient political arrangements of 
the later 18th century are to remain, 
sovereign and inviolate, even at the 
price of peace. They must not sink 
even to dominion status, to the status 
of federated allies. 

True that Christianity makes some 
pretense about a Prince of Peace who 
is Lord of all the world, but no 
Christian body I know of except the 
Quakers has ever given sustained evi- 
dence of really meaning it. The rest 
give unto Caesar a great deal more 
than the things that are Caesar's, and 
reserve for the church the residue of 
the things that are God's. 

Even in our vast heterogeneous At- 
lantie states politicians do not dare 
to speak plainly and boldly of this 
obvious door to world peace, a fed- 
eration of the dominant powers, that 
gapes open before mankind. 

The most enlightened of them will 
not speak it out. They will sign 
Briand-Kellogg pacts to renounce 
war, but they will provide no instru- 
ment to prevent and replace it. It 
has to be replaced, for otherwise there 
is a gap in the international process. 

Our peacemakers will make _ ges- 
tures and speeches of quite incredible 
magnanimity—to the proper audience. 
Some, in need of journalistic support, 
will even come along to such irre- 
sponsible people as myself. 

“Don’t talk of federation yet,” they 
will say. “Don’t mention it yet. The 
world is not ripe for it. We see the 
door as plainly as you do. We're 
edging toward it. But we want to 
back into it, by a sort of accident, 
and quite informally. So as not to 
offend our patriots, who may vote 


‘|! against us, if we actually turn our 


faces that way. You see it is so 
necessary that everybody should vote 
for us. Or how can we lead them? 
Do consider our difficulties.” 

But if they try to back through the 
open door of this obviously necessary 
and overdue federation of the domi- 
nant powers they will surely trip on 
the threshold. 

The only way to organized world 
peace lies through such a federation, 
and the only way to get to that fed- 
eration is boldly, frontwise, in the 
sight and knowledge of all mankind.

GET NARCOTIC. SUPPLY 


Several Tubes of Drugs and 
Other Loot Taken by Early

M. Tardieu’s personal statement in 
no way reveals the methods by which 
the success he predicts is to be achiev- 
ed, but coming as it does after the 
depression of the past few days it 
shows greater hopefulness than had 
been generally expected. 

The French premier's flat statement 
that he is convinced that “satisfactory 
results” would be achieved is the most 
optimistic word from the French head- 
quarters in weeks.

England Non-Committal.

4. Settlement on a geome eas basis 


of important technical problems such 
as the compromise between global and 
category tonnage theories. 

Then Mr. MacDonald and M. Tar- 
dieu turned to these questions that of- 
fered greater difficulties. These are 
principally two: 

1. France’s desire for a _ security 
guarantee in the Mediterranean. 

2. The French fleet tonnage demand 
of 724,000 tons, and the whole ques- 
tion of ratios, particularly with ref- 
erence to Italy’s claim to parity with 
France. 

M. Tardi.u's statement tonight in- 
dicates that methods were provided for 
attacking these problems, and it is 
this work that will be launched early 
tomorrow before the French premier 
leaves for home.

Gangsters will wonder what his inten- 
tions are; they will fortify themselves 
against imaginary attacks Scarface 
may provoke. Quite likely there may 
be shooting which will predicate it- 
self upon general nervousness contin- 
sent upon the reappearance of one 
whose presence has always been felt. 

But more likely, I think, things will 
be quiet for a day or two, at least. 
It might easily take that length of 
time for the gang to congregate. By 
that I mean any gang which might 
try to settle, in gangland’s roaring 
terms, with Scarface Al. for griev- 
ances of the past. 

And while gangs are gathering lit- 
tle of violence accrues. They are, in 
other words, like wolves, A pack of 
ravenous wolves constitutes one of the 
sreatest menaces of the animal king- 
dom. They know no fear; they 
charge in. upon the most imposing of 
enemies and rip and rend and tear 
with the ferocity of the wolverine. 

But that is in packs. A lone wolf 
will starve while mustering the ‘cour- 
age to tackle a barking puppy. 

Perhaps this is good sense. Per- 
haps it is sheer and rank cowardice. 
In any event, it-makes a perfectly 
good comparison of the gangs of our 
land. hey are courageous as lions 
when that which they attack is de- 
fenseless. Get them alone and they 
will starve rather than whimper. —

MAY BRING STRIFE 


NEW YORK, March 16.—(UN)— 
Jonathan Daniels, 27, formerly of 
Raleigh, N. C., has turned novelist 
and his first book, “Clash of Angels,” 
nay arouse religious controversy. 

“Clash of Angels,” published tomor- 
row by Brewer and Warren, is a Ssa- 
tiric fantasy, perhaps even an alle- 
gory. It presents a new version of 
heaven and, eventually, the creation of 
our own earth. 

Young Daniels has had a record of 
success in newspaper work. He also 
has been admitted to the North Caro- 
lina bar. More recently, however, he 
has dropped these pursuits for re- 
search and writing and “Clash of 
Angels” is one result. 

“There never was any god named 
Jehovah nor any devil who bore prop- 
erly the name of Lucifer,’ Daniels 
says in a prefatory note to his novel. 
“Both are names created out of errors 
by early Christian and medieval 
scholiasts.” 

The author goes on to explain that 


the many legendary sources which 
touch upon the story. Its roots are 
Mohammedan and Judiac, Christian 
and Zoroastrian.” 

The principal characters in Daniels’ 
heaven are Jehovah and Lucifer, Ga- 
briel and Lucretia. In the beginning, 
everyone and everything created out 
of nowhere, there was joy. Then, un- 
fortunately, Jehovah dreamed of a 
contriver whose wrath might be visit- 
ed upon heaven at any hour. Thus 
arose religion—and discord—in para- 
dise. 

From that point on “Clash of An- 
gels” might be termed a skeptic’s es- 
say on comparative religion.

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South’s Growth, Says Green 


BY RICHARD WOODS EDMONDS. 


Curious to know what William 
Green, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, would say to the 
impression that his organiza- 

on plafis are likely to slow eg the 

south’s industrial development, I i 

the question to him direct. “One 

factor in the rapid rise of hoiastvies 
in the south,” I said, “has been the 
peaceful, friendly relations between 
employer and employe. There are still 
tens of thousands of ple living on 
farms but eager for factory jobs. If 
you replace industrial tranquillity by 
industrial strife, thereby slowing 
down the development of industries in 
the section, what will it do to those 
. people who need jobs so badly?” 

r. Green replied that labor has 
much to gain through being a com- 
ponent part of a prosperous commu- 
nity. On the other hand, it is respon- 
sible for its own progress of enlight- 
ened self-interest.” And he said also, 
“Labor believes the way out of the 
farmers’ problems lies rather in or- 
ganization of the farmers to work for 
their own prosperity than in contin- 
ually draining off a supply of work- 
ers for factories who are willing to 
work for wages that permit only very 
low standards of living. The organi- 
zations being developed under the farm 
board ought to provide the means for 
betterment for the farming group. 
Among southern farmers, of course, 
there is the s>ecial problem of illiter- 
acy, which makes it doubly difficult 
for them to learn how to go about the 
business of making the farm a pros- 
perous industry. However, low stand- 
ards for factory workers will not help 
this problem, either, nor do I think 
that the organization of southern in- 
dustrial workers and the coming high 
wages to the south will stop indus- 
trialization of the south.” 


Another Suggestion. 

Mr. Green also suggested that high 
wages would benefit the farmers of 
the south as well as all others, by in- 
creasing the buying power of the 
large wage-earning group. There, of 
course, he is on very firm ground— 
out to a certain point. The question 
is, how high can wages go without 
becoming a boomerang for the whole 
section, wage-earners included? Shall 
the level be determined by the free 
play of suppdy and demand, or shall 
arbitrary methods be tried? New 
Wngland workers resorted to the lat- 
ter, and while I believe I can prove 
that, when measured by purchasing 
ower, their wages are no higher than 

¢ full-time wages of the south, their 
@mactions in other particulars were 
so unreasonable that the net result 
was the loss ‘to New England not 
alone of practically all new cotton 
mill construction since the strikes of 
1922, but also af about 3,000,000 spin- 
dles and complementary equipment, a 
large portion of which migrated to 
new mill buildings in the south, while 
the balance was scranped, Thousands 


One man, employing about 3,000 
people in an industry that has grown 
rapidly and that has as fine relations 
with its employes as I have ever found 
anywhere, says, “As regards the ef- 
fect on new industries, it certainly is 
having a very decided effect on us 
and for the time being we are abso- 
lutely declining to consider any ex- 
tension of our own or purchase of 
new equipment. It is too bad that 
just as the south is beginning to get 
a fair start from a very unsatisfac- 
tory rural situation into an indus- 
trial life, there should come a dis- 
turbing element under leadership from 
other sections, because I think you 
| will agree with me that unless the 
south nas some advantages to offer 
to industry, naturally industry will 
stay where it is already and will be 
slow of development among our own 
people.” 

It is the disturbing element that is 
dreaded, not high wages. Opinion 
seems to be unanimous among those 
I have questioned that the union will 
:make very little headway. As one 
man put it, “there is simply too much 
difference in tue wage of the men on 
the farm and the wage of the indus- 
trial worker for the federation to 
get very far.” 

Wages Increase. 

But wages hai: increased in the 
south. I have sunniined the pay rolls 
of one mill that has a long record of 
operation, and have seen that in its 
early days it wages were $5 to $4 per 
week. Today, in the same mill, they 
are at Jeast four times that high on 
the average, six to seven times as 
high for the best-paid groups, and the 
living conditions in the village have 
improved commensurately. The case 
is typical. And the change came by 
force of natural economic law. Had 
there been a union in ‘the textile in- 
dustry curing those years, it would 
most certainly have claimed full 
credit. 

The president of one of the large 
power companies in the south has 
achieved a popularity with his sev- 
eral thousand employes scattered over 
most of his state that entitles him 
to speak with authority on the em- 
ployer’s atitude and responsibility to 
his employes. In a recent conversa- 
tion with him he remarked’ that 
“every emplayer worthy of his re- 
sponsibility has his employes’ welfare 
so close at heart that when they make 
a request his first thought is how it 
can be gratified. But when a union, 
with outside leaders to speak for it 
and to demand its rights, takes over 
the responsibility for the welfare of 
the workers, then the employer's re- 
sponsibility to them vanishes, and his 
every thought is bent to protect the 
interests of his company from unrea- 
sonable exactions.” 

Too Few Qualify. 

Unfortunately, many employers can- 
not qualify under the above defini- 
tion. The pity is that existing labor 


of jobs have thus been opened to 
workers in the squth that would oth- | 
erwise have gone to New England. 

There is plenty of food for thoarhe | 
in Mr. Green's su,gestion that the 
farmers must work out their own sal- 
vation without aid from wage earn- 
ers, and you certainly can’t blame 
’ the wage earners for the position. The 
farmers of the south are still bearing 
on their shoukders the double burden 
of the oid slavery system and present 
competition with cheap negro labor, 
and in a less degree the industrial 
workers along with all the rest of the 
section are helpfing to carry the load. 
I doubt that amy one group can slide 
out from under. 

Seel\img Opinions. 

For weeks past I have been corre- 
sponding with ,leading manufacturers 
in all parts of Mhe south on the effect 
that attempts mat organization will 
have upon expa)}sion of industry, and 
some of them hive written me very 
interesting lettery which I am at lib- 
erty to quote so hong as J “. not iden- 
tify their authors, 


organizations are not more discrimi- 
nating. In their eyes the only good 
employer is the one who grants all 
their demands. There ought to be 

some way to fully safeguard the in 
terests of labor without bringing in 
‘this disturbing element and penalizing 
the good employers and the whole 
community along with the bad ones. 
While unions are still few and far 
between in the south, might there not 
be an opening for an entirely different 
sort of labor organization? I have 
in mind*’a suggestion often made for 
a union that would admit to member- 
ship only the most skillful and ener- 
getic workers, and that would require 
its members to constantly live up to 
the high standards by which they 
gained admission. 

Such a union would not seek to 
shelter shirkers and incompetents, or 
to reduce the productivity and limit 
the earnings of its strongest to those 
of its weakest. In business depres- 
sions, with thousands of ‘men; out ‘of 
job, members of such a union wotild 
always be in demand. A membership

BUT BANK RATES 
70 AID BUSINESS 


BY CLAUDE JAGGER, 
Associated Press Financial Editor. 
NEW YORK, March 16.—(/)—As 

the past week brought the first quar: 
ter near its close with few visible 


signs of the expected spring quicken- 
ing of business activity, the federal 
reserve system administered what it is 
hoped may prove an effective spring 
tonic by reducing the New York re 
discount rate from 4 to 3 1-2 per 
cent. 

Opinion as to the probable effects 
of the lower rate are varied, but there 
is a dominant feeling that it will be 
widely helpful. It is scarcely expected 
that it will cause an immediate quick- 
ening of activity. Such was not the 
case _when the rate was reduced to 
3 1-2 per cent in August of 1927. 
One of the most conspicuous results at 
that time, however, was an increase in 
new security offerings. 

The bond market responded to the 
lower rate with an immediate burst of 
strength. Flotation of new issues has 
undoubtedly been facilitated, and in- 
sofar as railways, public utilities and 
municipal governments will be able 
to take advantage of the better mar- 
ket to provide financing for new 
construction, industry will be .aided. 

There is a feeling, however, that 
improvement in building outside of 
heavy construction, will be gradual. 
Residential buildings have been at a 
low ebb for some time, and despite 
the improvement in the bond market, 
no plentitude of mortgage money has 
appeared in its March bulletin, the 
National City bank forecasting a very 
slow growth in the amount of funds 
available for building, because of the 
reduction of savings accounts and 
large borrowings on insurance policies. 
Furthermore, conservative investors 
during the past two years have in a 
considerable measure been drawn 
away from real estate mortgages to- 
ward the securities of leading indus- 
trial and utility corporations. 

The weekly mercantile reviews re- 
ported little change in retail trade, 
and only slight gains in wholesale 
trade, It is pointed out, however, 
that the late date of Easter this year 
may have deferred the spring move- 
ment of merchandise. Freight car 
loadings as reported for the latest 
week held at comparatively low lev- 


els. 

The decline in steel mill activity 
was more pronounced, Even United 
States Steel, which had maintained 
the high rate of operations reached 
early in February during’ recent 
weeks when other steel mills have been 
slowing up, finally cut its operations 
by about 2 per cent of capacity. The 
industry as a whole is now operating 
at about 75 per cent “of capacity, 
against close to capacity a year ago. 
Unusually heavy buying of steel rails 
has been a sustaining factor at Chi- 
cago, where operations are about 95 
per cent, but Pittsburgh and Youngs- 
town have experienced marked de- 
clines. 

The low rate of activity in the 
motor industry remains a repressant 
to the steel trade. Automobile manu- 
facturers are now turning out only 
about 50 per cent as many cars as 
they were a year ago, although it 
must be remembered that at this time 
a year ago the industry was working 
at. an unparalleled rate. .In fact, the 
feverish pace was later found to have 
been too fast. The heads of General 
Motors and Chrysler, returni@®g from 
a yachting trip together, told report- 
ers that they expected higher auto- 
mobile prices and fewer model 
changes. They predicted a satisfac- 
tory year, however, and steady im- 
provement in general business. 

The most cheerful reports of the 
week came from the petroleum indus- 
try.

Next, rumors were heard of Pacific 
coast public utility merger plans near 
completion under the leadership of

the mid-continent field. Then it was 
learned that the Chuse National bank 
was after the Equitable Trust Com- 
pany; that Bethlehem Steel was ne- 
gotiating for contro] of Youngstown; 
that merger negotiations were on be- 
tween Rock Island and ’Frisco. 


It is. not surprising that the wide- 
spread merger movement came to an 
abrupt ending lu.t autumn. The stock 
market panic made difficult ,the ex- 
change of stock or new financing. The 
last quarter * 1929 was a period of 
great uneasiness and _ uncertainty, 
with the usual procedure, every indi- 
vidual or corporation playing a lone 
hand. Some of the mergers now un- 
der negotiation are an aftermath 
either of the stock market panic, or 
conditions causing or growing out of 
stock market upheaval of last Octover 
and November; some of the consolida- 
tions now under way have been made 
possible by rece. * changes for the bet- 
ter in the money and stock markets: 
some reflect expansion plans for the 
longer look ahead. 

Back On Old Ground. 

But in any event, in this widespread 
merger movement, we are beginning 
to be back where we were before the 
stock market panic of last Octobe 
and November. ‘That some problems 
will be solved by the consolidation 
movement again under way is ad- 
mitted by Wall Street; on the other 
hand, it is not difficult to find people 
in the financial district here who feel 
that because of these .ergers we have 
ahead of us some new problems. 

Only a day or so ago, Miss Fran.es 
Perkins,. state industrial commission- 
er of New York, whose ability to get 
reliable figures and analyze them is 
recognized by conservative people in 
and out of Wall Street, stated that 
unemployment at the end of February 
was worse than since 1914. It is 
realized that most of the unemploy- 
ment now existing throughout’ the 
country is the resu. of the slowing 
down that occurred in general trade 
shortly before and esp cially after the 
stock market panic. jut it is also 
recognized that part of the existing 
unexployment is due to the _ wide- 
spread merger movement of recent 
years, 2 movement that has included 
small grocery, drug, meat, milk and 
other retail -tores as well as large 
banks, railroads, industrial and pub- 
lic utilify corporations, 


More Machinery. 
As the units in these various lines 


have become larger and larger there 
has been more intensive use of im- 
proved machinery. A merger that is 
not based on efforts to reduce “over- 
head” is not likely to be successful. 
Where “overhead” is reduced it means 
men thrown out of employment. Such 
unemployment, however, is small com- 
pared with that caused by the inten- 
sive use of constantly improved ma- 
chinery. This applies to other than 
industrial sections of the country. 

Commenting a few days ago on the 
changes that have occurred in recent 
years in agricultural sections of the 
country, a well-informed banker and 
farmer in the middle west pointed 
cut that as recently as ten years ago 
community life in rural districts was 
comparatively simple, with the pro- 
ducer tilling his acres by practically 
the same methods as his father. He 
pointed out that Jast year 3,000 har- 
vest hands went into the wheat belt 
with many finding no employment, 
against the 30,000 to 40,000 coming 
from the east only a few years ago. 
Two men and a machine now take 
the place of a dozen men and another 
dozen teams in a wheat field. Ma- 
chinery is now being perfected to do 
the same thing in he corn belt. 

Farmer Financed. 

Moreover, it was pointed out, that 
the farmer buys his machinery now 
with money obtained from a finance 
corporation instead of his local bank, 
with less money needed from the lo- 
cal bank to pay and feed harvest 
hands. As a result of intensive use 
of constantly. imnroved machinery, 
300 or 400 acres can now be handled 
with the same amount of manpower 
required for 100 acres ten years ago. 
Under existing conditions there has 
been a rapid development of corpora- 
tion farming with such farms run- 
ning from 50,000 to 100,000 aeres or 
more operated by managers, and ma- 
chinery raising wheat at around $4.65 
an acre against the small farmers’ 
$10.58. Along with all this comes 
the chain stores, anywhere from six 
to a dozen in a town of 5,000. A 
country banker reecntly discussing the 
revolution that has occurred in agri- 
cultural sections put it this way: 

Sitting Pretty. 

“The farmer in the plains country 
already buys clothes, groceries and 
drugs from chain stores managed in 
New York, Chicago, drives a motor 
made in Detroit, uses furniture made 
in Grand Rapids, talks through a 
telephone controlled in St. Louis, 
passes on the highway buses operat- 
ed by a railroad, eats bread made from 
wheat grown by a corporation owned 
in Omaha, borrows money from a 
bank managed at Washington, and if 
the government takes over his initia- 
tive in production he will be handling 
his crop on orders issued by a fed- 
eral bureau. Maybe it will be as 
well to deposit money in a chain 
bank controlled in Wall Street and 
let it go at that.” 

Our farming banking friend admit- 
ted that the foregoing might be slight- 
ly exaggerated, but added that it: is 
not far from the truth. In brief, it is 
realized that while we are on our way 
in the development of machinery, at 
the same time we are creating an un- 
employment problem, the results of 
which cannot now be foreseen.

Gasoline prices were 
firmer in various areas. 

In non-ferrous metals, attention was 
focused on copper. as the February 
statistics came to hand, showing fur- 
ther accumulation of stocks, despite 
reductions in output. Consumers still 
held off expecting a break in the 18- 
cent-a-pound price level, and _ there 
were increasing doubts as to the abili- 
tv of the large producers to maintain 
that price. 

The grain markets ieniinal unset- 
tled, with wheat again getting down 
close to the $l-a-bushel level. Other 
commodity markets, however, showed 
a little better tone, with cotton rally- 
ing substantially. 


PRINT CLOTHS REAGH 
LOWEST PRICE OF YEAR 


NEW YORK, March 16.—The low- 
est prices of the season on sheetings 
and print cloths were reached the first 
of the current week. The low prices 
were not general but were made in 
almost every case by only two or three 
houses. In the last couple of days 
there have been fewer sellers at the 


extremely low prices ana bids of 
G cents for 38 1-2-inch 64-60 print 
cloths, for April-May-June delivery. 
are meeting no success today. In 
spite of the fact that we have not been 
willing to meet the low quotations 
that have appeared and have held 
our goods at 1-8-cent to 1-4-cent high- 
er, our sales of print cloths, . sheet- 
ings and drills for the week equal 
Si per cent of full production or con- 
siderably more than the actual pro-- 
duction. These sales have been most- 
ly made for delivery within the next 
60 days, for sales at current prices 
for extended delivery have no appeal 
to us at present. 

We should like to remind the re- 
luctant buyer, the one who is still 
skeptical about the cheapness of cloth 
at current prices, that 38 1-2-inch 
64-60 print eloths sold the first of 
the week at 6 cents per yard where- 
as the lowest price in the bumper 
was 6 1-2 cents 

with spot cotton at 12.30 and. in the 
big deflation year of 1920-1921, 6 1-8 
eents with spot cotton at 11.60. The 
lowest on spot cotton this week has 
been 14 cents. We have cited the 
64-60s simply as an example; similar 
price situations exist all through the 
market. We consider cotton cheap. 
hut we consider goods a great deal 
per.

UUTTON SHOWS 
UPWARD TREND 


NEW ORLEANS, March 16.—(4) 
Trading in the cotton market has 
been fairly active during the past 
week and the general trend of prices 
has been upward in marked contrast 
to the course of values in the preced- 
ing week. At the low levels of the 
season reached near the close of the 
preceding week the long interest in the 


market had been pretty thoroughly 
liquidated and a considerable short in- 
terest created. As a result the pres- 
ent week opened with the technical 
position of the market: in fairly firm 
shape and ripe for a reaction. 


The week opened on Monday last. 


with prices close to the low levels of 
the season reached on the closing day 
of the preceding week. On Monday 
May traded as low as 13.82, but from 
that level prices steadily improved, 
stimulated by a good deal of trade 
buying but.principally by covering by 
shorts. This short covering is _ be- 
lieved to have absorbed the bulk of 
the contracts. The highest of the 
week was reached during Saturday’s 
short session when May traded-up to 
14.80, a gain of 87 points, or nearly 
$4. 50 a bale. At the highest of Sat- 
urday there had been a recovefy of 
103 points from the lowest of the 
season reached Saturday a week ago, 
a recovery of just a shade over $5 
a bale. 

It is worthy of note that the mar- 
ket has rather ignored the fluctua- 
tions in wheat during the past week, 
the advance having taken place not- 
withstanding sharp breaks in wheat 
prices. The rally was helped by a 
growing belief among traders that the 
low level of prices will discourage 
the planting of a large acreage, and 
two private reports were issued dur- 
ing the week estimating rather liberal 
decreases in acreage. The fear that 
higher prices would encourage farm- 
ers to increase acreage is restricting 
outside buying. 

The demand for domestic cotton 
goods has improved but little and al- 
though the slack demand is attributed 
in a measure to a slowing down in 
general trade it is attributed to a 
large extent to the unstable raw cot- 
ton prices. The small spot sales and 
disappointing exports remain some 
what discouraging factors.

LaGuardia Demands | 


Ship Board Probe 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—(UN) 
Representative LaGuardia, republican, 


New York, today demanded an inves- 


tigation of the shipping board’s deal- 
ings with the Export Steamship Com- 
pany, charging that the government 
has paid $146,000 for mail on govern- 
ment ships chartered to the company 
which should have been carried for 
In a letter to Comptroller General 
McCarl, a copy of which was sent to 
President Hoover, the Mew Yorker de- 
clared the arrangement between the 
board and the company “is an un- 
conscionable disregard of the provis- 
ions of the merchant marine act if not 
a deliberate violation of the law.” 

“I find that the shipping board has 

chartered 15 steamers to the Export 
Steamship Company on a monthly ba- 
sis,” LaGuardia wrote, “and the said 
steamship company is receiving from 
the postoffice department for each con- 
tract mail trip more than five to sev- 
en times the amount that it is re- 
quired to pay the board and is not 
carrying any first class mail. 
_ “Not by the widest stretch of the 
imagination can it be held that these 
chartered steamers are entitled to a 
mail contract when they do not carry 
first class mail. 

“Such interpretation of the mer- 
chant marine act is not fog the benefit 
of an American merchant marine but 
is solely for the purpose of squander- 
ing millions of dollars in the giving 
of gratuities to favorite ship owners.”
